HARD FIGHTER. 

Col. Taylor is a_ stout man 
physically and a hard fighter. With 
a strong organization and plans laid 
for an extended campaign, he hopes 
to carry the Conservative Party into 
power in Manitoba for the first time 
since its crushing defeat in 1915. 

To do this he must oust the gov- 
ernment of Premier John Bracken. 
The government is Progressive, but 
in the coming campaign it has the 
support of the official Liberal Party.

It seems clear enough that if parliament were 
to start now to revise the Bank Act it would not 
want for advisers, official and unofficial, as to 
how to go about the job. The other clear point 
is that parliament could not possibly do all that 
the advisers would want it to do. 

Perhaps these preliminary investigations will 
do something to weed out the freak ideas and 
establish some concensus of opinion as to what 
really requires to be done, or whether anything 
in the way of an important change is required, 
either in the production of money or the func- 
tioning of the banks.

There is no enchantment on earth quite like 
the enchantment of Paderewski't playing. Life 
grows richer and sweeter when Paderewski plays. 

Yet Padcrewski is more than a musician. States- 
man, economist, philenthropist and philosopher, he 
is one of the grcat souls of this age. 

The tour of America which he is making in his 
private car, on board of which he lives and works 
—he plays nearly seventeen hours out of the twen- 
ty-four when on a concert tour—recalls the grim 
fact that Paderewski is now in his seventy-second 
year, and that his life has been crowded with ac- 
tion and feeling. 

At the age of three, Paderewski's Polish home 
was burned, and his father led away by Cossack 
tsvops as a prisoner, to Siberia. 

At thirteen, Paderewski was sent out into the 
world to make his own livelihood. 

At seventeen he was a teacher of music at War- 
saw Conservatory, teaching from morn till night. 
“It was slavery” he says of that period. 

At nineteen he married. Together the two bo- 
hemians suffered want. A year after his marriage 
his young wife died, leaving an invalid son, to 
whom Paderewski devoted his life. His famous 
“Minuet” he sold, through poverty, for a sum of 
fifty dollars—to make a publisher's fortune. 

At twenty-nine he played in London for the first 
time, for a small fee, to become recognized as an 
artist. Next year he received a thousand pounds 
for a single concert. With what bitterness and vain 
regret he must have greeted prosperity. 

But the greatness of Pederewski lies not only in 
what he can do, but in what he is. At a time of 
crisis he assumed leadezthip of his tortured coun- 
try. His speech, as premier of Poland, at the Peace 
Conference in Paris was one of the most moving 
and electrifying pieces of oratory there heard. 


The president of the United States can bear wit- 
ness to the hunvanity and kindness of the great 
pianist. When Hoover was a poor undergraduate at 
Leland Stanford, working his way through univer- 
sity, he and another undergraduate conceived the 
idea of making some money as local impressaricez. 
On their list was Paderewski at a fee of $2,000. 

Came the night of the concert and the twe young 
concert prornoters had nowhere near the $2,000 for 
the artist—and there were other expenses to be met. 

Paderewski heard of their plight. He didn’t re- 
fuse to go on. Instead he told them to set aside 
enough to pay all their bills, and each take $100 for 
his trouble. Paderewski contented himself with 
taking whatever was left over. 

Now the pianist is travelling through the States 


as minister-plenipotentiary at large for Poland, and |

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Health and Diet Advice 
By DR. FRANK McCOY 
MORE FOOD AND MORE EXERCISE 

The processes of elimination should now be well 
established for all of those who started this Spring 
Torfic Diet Course. We had at first two days of 
acid fruit diet and you are now on the third day of 
the non-starchy vegetable diet which should be con- 
tinued for two days more, making the eliminative 
period last seven days. 

Many of you have undoubtedly noticed an im- 
provement in your heslth by this time. This is be- 
cause your diet is simple and you have not been 
interfering with the digestive processes by using the 
usual bad combinations. You have also been in- 
creasing the elimination of toxins through the elim- 
inative organs. A few of you may feel a little weak 
and out of sorts but this is simply because your 
organs have not yet eliminated a sufficient amount 
of impurities. Have the courage to stick to the diet 
for a few days longer so that the elimination may 
proceed. After two more days of the non-starchy 
vegetables, also using the enemas, sponge baths, 
deep breathing, etc, you should start using the 
diet outlined in the menu appearing yesterday. 

It is well to remember that a cure is but a tem- 
porary change and that it cannot be permanent, 
whether it is brought about by,a special diet or any 
other means, unless you are constantly on the alert 
to correct your ewery-day habits of cating, exercis- 
ing and thinking. Now is a good time to build into 
yeur mind these health habits. Once you begin to 
return to a general diet it is advisable to begin 
taking some kind of vigorous physical culture ex- 
ercise. I would suggest that you use the exercises 
morning and evening and take at least one long 
walk some time during the day, possibly late in the 
afternoon or before retiring. The walks should be 
gradually increased until you are able to walk four 
or five miles without fatigue. Walking is necessary 
for buildifg endurance and you should use it un- 
less you are ectually doing such a task as carrying 
mail when you have to work a long distance at 
your work. Such games as basketball, baseball, box- 
ing. wrestling, etc., which produce heavy breathing 
tend to develop the diaphragm and the vitality be- 
cause of the exertion they require. As only a few 
people take up such sports which require deep 
breathing, others should practise deep breathing 
exercises. One of the simplest ways to do this is 
to inhale and exhale slowly and deeply while you 
are taking your daily walk. Inhale slowly and swell 
up the waist and lower ribs while you are taking 
four steps and while taking the next four steps force 
the air out of the lungs until the waist measures 
the smallest possible circumference. The last 
breath should be forced out with a sort of grunt. 
Every few days you can increase the time of in- 
haling and exhaling so that you can take five steps 
while inhaling and five while exhaling. Then in- 
crease these to six and so on until fourteen steps 
can be taken while you are inhaling and the same 
number while exhaling. 

Follow these instructions carefully and I am 
sure that you will fee) greatly improved—every bite 
of food will taste delicious and at the same time 
you will feel stronger day by day. I believe that 
the benefit which surprises many patients the most 
is the gain in strength. Patients often have an idea 
that to keep up their strength they must eat heavy 
foods and they find this idea totally wrong, for as 
the body is purified, they actually feel stronger in 
every way while using a lighter diet. I have seen 
this satisfying gain in strength through fasting.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Question: G. J. M. writes: “Last Thanksgiving I 
stopped off in a rest-room and since then have been 
tormented nearly to death by a small insect of 
which I am sending you a sample. They craw! all 
over me and bite. They are too small to be seen 
well but I always find them where I itch. I have 
tried everything I can think of. The doctor told me 
to use sulphur ointment for three-days, but this 
gave me only temporary relief. Please advise me 
what to do to rid myself of these pests.” 


Answer: It is not advisable to send specimens of 
this nature through the mail. However, I have ex- 
amined the insect you sent through the microscope 
and find that it is of a blood-sucking type and prob- 
ably inhabits your clothes, perhaps the seams. This 
may be the reason you have been unable to get rid 
of it. You can probably rid yourself of the insect 
by using sulphur ointment on the skin as your doc- 
tor suggested and then putting on a complete out- 
fit of clothes that have been thoroughly cleaned 
either by boiling the clothes or by using a cleansing 
fluid. This process should be sufficient to kill the 
parasite. 


Question: Mrs. Dora Y. asks: “Is there any way 
in which dried beans can be used for food? What 
is the best way to cook them so that they will have 
a good flavor and yet retain their vitamins?” 


Answer; Any small dried beans may be used by 
those in good health who are not troubled with 
flatulence. Lima beans are one of the best of the 
dried beans to use because they are so elkaline 
forming. All dried beans should be cooked for a 
very long time by simmering or baking so as to 
break down the cellulose. It is not necessary to use 
a great deal of heat. Beans do not contain much 
of any vitamin except Vitamin B, which is only 
partially destroyed by heat.

The festival has been fortunate 
in obtaining the services as adjudi- 
cators, of three of the most dis- 
tinguished British musicians. 


LEADING PIANIST 

Harold Samuel is a leading pian- 
ist among the world’s great.
